NIGHTMARE 


A MOTHER has hit out at 
health officials after her 
twin sons became seriously 
ill with E.coli infection after 
an outbreak at a petting 
farm. 

Todd and Aaron Mock, aged two, are 
on dialysis after they suffered kidney 
failure in the wake of a family trip to 
Godstone Farm in Surrey 

Their mother, Tracy Mock, from 
Paddock Wood, is demanding answers 
as to why the farm was only closed on 
Saturday - more than two weeks after 
the first outbreak of E.coli was detect¬ 
ed and 12 days after their visit on

August 31. Miss Mock, 38, told 
reporters yesterday: “I’m so angry. 
They should have closed it down as 
soon as they realised what was wrong. 
Instead they have turned my family’s 
life into a living nightmare. 

“They have played a lottery with my 
children’s health. If they had just shut 
the place down, my sons would not be 
in hospital on kidney dialysis 
machines. My partner and I are tak¬ 
ing turns to be there with them. One 
has had a blood transfusion. The doc¬ 
tors say it could be weeks until they 
are fit to come home. 


“The farm has a lot to answer for. It’s 
not enough for them to say, ‘we fol¬ 
lowed the Health Protection Agency’s 
advice’. 

“They should have followed their 
conscience and closed it down as soon 
as they knew there was a risk. It was 
irresponsible to keep it open.” 

The twins were first taken to a hos¬ 
pital near their home but were then 
transferred to St Thomas’ Hospital in 
London after their condition became 
worse. 

It is likely they will stay on dialysis 
for another two weeks but it will take 
longer to make a full recovery. Miss 
Mock’s five-year-old daughter was

TORY hopeful Helen Grant 
will be joined by a convoy of 
lorries when she pushes a 
buggy 17 miles to protest 
about full maternity servic¬ 
es being moved from 
Maidstone Hospital. 

Yourmaidstone last week revealed 
that Mrs Grant is to push a pram 
from Maidstone Hospital to 
Pembury Hospital - where the unit 
is to be relocated in 2011 - on 
Sunday, September 27. 

Mrs Grant, the prospective parlia¬ 
mentary candidate for Maidstone 
and Weald, hopes her walk will high¬ 
light the risks pregnant women 
could face if they have to travel that 
extra distance. She has received 
offers of support from people want¬ 
ing to join her on the route, including 
drivers of vans, trucks, tractors and a 
convoy of lorries. 

Marden Business Forum is back¬ 
ing her and some members, includ¬ 
ing hauliers Staplehurst Transit and 
Claygate Distribution, have offered 
lorries to join the convoy which will 
travel along the A26 and A228. 

A water tanker will be supplied by 
Water for Work and an industrial 
roadsweeper from Scarab Sweepers 
will also join the convoy. 

Reluctantly, Mrs Grant has had to 
decline the offers of extra walkers, as 
part of the route is not suitable for 
large groups on foot. But she is invit¬ 
ing everyone to show their support 
by waving her off from Maidstone 
Hospital at 9am on the day. 

She said: “There is no good way of 
getting to Pembury from Maidstone 
if you are in labour, especially if there 
are complications.” 

If Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust goes ahead with the 
plan, the consultant-led full matemi-

ty service at Maidstone Hospital will 
be moved to the new Pembury 
Hospital when it opens in 2011. 

The service at Maidstone will be 
replaced by a midwife-run birthing 
unit. The decision has caused out¬ 
rage among campaigners and par¬ 
ents. Mrs Grant is collecting a peti¬ 
tion to send to Health Secretary 
Andy Burnham. 

A spokesman for Maidstone and 
Tunbridge Wells NHS Trust said it 
remained confident the changes will 
improve services for patients. 

•Mrs Grant’s political rival, Liberal 
Democrat parliamentary candidate 
Peter Carroll, has also launched a 
campaign to keep full maternity 
services at Maidstone. In Maidstone 
town centre on September 5, the Full 
Maternity at Maidstone campaign 
attracted 600 signatures on a peti¬ 
tion also to be sent to Mr Burnham.

Thomas Cook fraud 
trial set for new year 

FOURTEEN people have pleaded not 
guilty to charges of conspiracy to 
defraud Thomas Cook of £235,000. 

All the accused appeared at 
Maidstone Crown Court on Monday 
and denied attempting to defraud the 
tour operator between April 1 last 
year and July 27 this year. 

Seven defendants were arrested at 
Gatwick Airport last October after 
reports of holidays booked to Jamaica 
using compromised credit cards. 

All the defendants will face trial at 
Maidstone Crown Court, starting on 
January 4 next year and expected to 
last eight weeks. 

Two charged after 
nightclub drug raid 

TWO men have been accused of drug 
dealing after a police raid at a town 
centre nightclub. 

Darren Owen, 51, and David 
Barrat, 41, were arrested during a 
raid at Source Bar on July 9. 

Owen, of Salisbury Road, 
Maidstone, has been charged with 
possession with intent to supply 
cannabis. Barrett, also of Salisbury 
Road, is charged with possession with 
intent to supply cocaine. Both have 
been bailed to appear at Maidstone 
Magistrates Court on September 28. 

A 29-year-old man and a 23-year- 
old woman arrested at the same time 
have had all charges against them 
dropped.

MAIDSTONE council has announced 
the four candidates standing in next 
month’s by-election for Fant ward. 

After the resignation of Liberal 
Democrat Nick Schnell, the main par¬ 
ties have selected candidates to 
replace him for the remainder of his 
two-year term. 

Lib Dem Fran Smith faces competi¬ 
tion from Tory Paul Butcher, Stuart 
Jeffery of the Green Party and 
Labour’s Bruce Heald. Whoever wins 
on October 1 will represent the area 
alongside Tory Cllr Stephen Paine.

UNDEFEATED boxing world 
champion Joe Calzaghe could pay a 
visit to Maidstone when his Strictly 
Come Dancing partner performs at 
a community centre next month.

Rihanoff, 31, and her professional dancer part¬ 
ner Brian Fortuna, who is paired with The Bill 
actress Ali Bastian on Strictly, will be spending 
one of their nights off entertaining fans at Ditton 
Community Centre. 

Speaking exclusively to Yourmaidstone, 
Rihanoff said Calzaghe might make an appear¬ 
ance at the event as he is keen to see her dance 
away from the BBC show. 

She said: “Joe is very keen to see what I do for 
a living away from Strictly and I have told him 
about the show. So hopefully, if he isn’t too tired 
as it will be quite into the series, he will come 
along too.” 

The dancing duo have been in the spotlight 
recently over speculation they are romantically 
linked, after photographs of them leaving a 
restaurant, holding hands and dancing on the 
pavements, were printed in the national press. 

But despite the rumours, Rihanoff claims their 
relationship is purely one of friendship. 


She said: ‘We spend six hours a day rehearsing 
so it’s a good thing we get on. We just have a 
strong friendship and I like his personality. 

“I’m sure it would either be that or we hate 
each other and had fallen out. I think it’s funny 
that we were dancing on the pavement - it shows 
we are dedicated to rehearsing!” 

The blonde bombshell first joined Strictly last 
year and was teamed with political journalist 
John Sergant - who left the show after he feared 
his clumsy dancing, which won over the public, 
could have taken him to the final. 

Speaking about this year’s series, Rihanoff said: 


“Rehearsals are going well. Joe is really dedicat¬ 
ed and it’s great that he has been tipped as an 
early favourite, but there is going to be some 
tough competition.” 

As for the Ditton show, she said: “I’m really 
looking forward to it. We have wanted to do it for 
such a long time, it will be great to come to Kent.”

Final farewell 
to Puma 'Minty' 

FRIENDS and family paid their last 
respects to an American footballer who 
died during a match last month. 

The funeral of Maidstone Pumas player 
Alan Newcombe, 26, was held at Vinters 
Park crematorium on Thursday. 

Mr Newcombe, who was known as 
Minty, had been playing against the East 
Kent Mavericks on Sunday, August 16, at 
the University of Kent at Canterbury, 
when he collapsed in the closing stages of 
the game. He had stopped breathing 
when ambulance crews arrived. 

Mr Newcombe was taken to Kent and 
Canterbury Hospital, where he was pro¬ 
nounced dead. 

His family welcomed flowers and dona¬ 
tions to St John Ambulance in his memo¬ 
ry. After the private service, friends and 
family were invited to the Newcombe 
family home in Grove Green. 


KIG changes rejected 

COUNCIL bosses have rejected extra 
information and amended plans for the 
Kent International Gateway proposal. 

Maidstone council in May rejected plans 
for the road and rail interchange off junc¬ 
tion eight of the M20 at Bearsted. 

At a pre-public inquiry hearing on June 
12, the applicant announced it wanted to 
submit new plans and an additional sup¬ 
plementary environmental statement. 

On September 10, Maidstone’s planning 
committee rejected the changes, which 
include a reduction in warehouse and office 
floor space from 373,746 sq m to 300,592 sq 
m, landscaping changes and changes to 
watercourses and balancing ponds. 

The public inquiry is due to start on 
October 13 and last eight weeks. For the 
first two days it will be held at the 
Ramada Hotel in Hollingboume and will 
then move to Kent House, in Romney 
Place, opposite the Mall Chequers multi¬ 
storey car park entrance. 


Petting farm 
E.coli anger

daughter was also one of 36 people 
to contract the infection following a 
visit to the farm. She has since 
made a full recovery. 

The Health Protection Agency 
(HPA) told the BBC that the out¬ 
break began at the farm on August 
8, but it did not receive details of 
the first case until August 27. 

After reports of several cases, the 
farm banned petting and closed its 
sandpit on September 3, before its 
full closure at the weekend. 

The HPA’s regional director, Dr 
Graham Bickler, told BBC Radio 4 
the decision to ban petting before 
the whole farm was closed was 
“based on knowledge from past 
outbreaks”. 

He said: “It possibly turns out to 
be wrong advice, but it was what 
we knew at the time based on pre¬ 
vious evidence and experience.” 

Farm manager Richard Maule- 
Oatway yesterday told reporters 
that he had co-operated fully with 
the inquiry and followed all safety 
procedures. 

He said: “All the staff are very 
upset about the outbreak and we 
hope all the children make a full 
and speedy recovery. 

“We will not reopen until we are 
satisfied we have got to the root of 
the problem.” 


Frontline services 
safe, but £1.2m 
must be trimmed 


RESIDENTS will be asked which 
services they want to save as council 
bosses prepare to make cuts to their 
spending and staff. 

Maidstone council leader Cllr 
Chris Garland has warned services 
and jobs could be under threat as the 
council attempts make savings of 
£1.2 million. 

While it is likely frontline services 
such as waste collection will be safe 
from the axe, other services the 
council is not required to fund could 
face funding cuts. 

But before any decisions are made, 
Cllr Garland is appealing to the pub¬ 
lic to share their views on the servic¬ 
es they feel are most important. 

He said: ‘We are relying on people 
to tell us what they expect from their 
council and what they want us to 
provide. 

“The council spends £5m on servic¬ 
es we are not obliged to and with the 
recession we need to focus on front¬ 
line services that people need, such 
as affordable housing, bin collections 


and community safety.” 

A staffing review is under way and 
Cllr Garland said £700,000 could be 
saved through not replacing employ¬ 
ees who have left, and merging 
departments with other district 
councils. 

The council already shares an 
auditing department with Ashford 
council, and that partnership could 
extend to human resources, legal, 
and revenue and benefits. 

Both Maidstone and Ashford coun¬ 
cils are members of the Mid Kent 
Improvement Partnership, along 
with Tunbridge Wells and Swale - 
which could also share departments. 

Cllr Garland said: “It’s about 
removing duplicates and spreading 
our resources.” 

The reviews will all be debated 
within the cabinet and full council in 
February next year in time to decide 
the 2010/2011 budget in April. 

Cllr Garland said he will announce 
how the public can get involved with 
the decision in due course.

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Wrestler set to 
sign lucrative 
WWE contract

A HOME-grown wrestler has 
agreed to join the company that 
made global superstars out of 
Hulk Hogan and The Rock. 

Nigel McGuinness, 33, who grew up in 
Staplehurst and attended Maidstone 
Grammar School, has made such a name for 
himself on the American independent circuit 
that he has been offered a contract at World 
Wrestling Entertainment (WWE). 

The deal has the potential to make a mil¬ 
lionaire out of the former chemistry student, 
who was last year ranked the third best in 
the world by Power Slam magazine. 

McGuinness, who keeps his real name a 
closely-guarded secret, told The Sun that he 
was “not 100 per cent on board yet”. 

He added: “I still have to dot some i’s and 
cross some t’s, but it’s looking positive. 

“It’s been a long time coming - ten years 
since I first started training and about 18 
since that fateful day I sat in Wembley 
Stadium and said I was one day going to be 
a pro wrestler. 

“Still, like I said, I don’t want to tempt fate 
until it’s all signed, sealed and delivered.” 

McGuinness - who made a cameo appear¬ 
ance in the award-winning Mickey Rourke 
film The Wrestler - first became hooked 
when he watched the likes of Big Daddy and 
Giant Haystacks on ITV’s popular World of 
Sport show in the 1980s. 

He trained at a school in the States before 
returning to England to tour village halls 
and holiday camps, and is regarded as one of 
the most promising stars in the business. 

Until recently he was the champion of 
America’s number three promotion Ring of 
Honor (ROH), which acts as an unofficial 
feeder for WWE. 

ROH owner Cary Silkin said: “Nigel has 
been a tremendous leader in the Ring of 
Honor locker room and, without question, a 
wonderful performer. 

‘We couldn’t be happier for Nigel as he 
takes the next step in his stellar wrestling 
career.” 

Formerly known as the World Wrestling 
Federation (WWF), WWE is a hugely-prof- 
itable company that also has its own film and 
music divisions. 

News of McGuinness’ signing has excited

many fans who are eager to watch him per¬ 
form on the biggest stage possible, and last 
week his name was the ninth most-searched 
term on Yahoo. 

Last year Power Slam editor Fin Martin 
said he believed McGuinness has what it 
takes to be successful. 

He said: “I think Nigel has a really good 
chance of making it big because he has the 
total package of skill and charisma. 

“If there was one English guy I had to back, 
it would be him.”

“We are devastated by his 
sudden death and he will be 
greatly missed by all his 
friends and family.” 

An inquest into his death was 
opened and adjourned last 
Wednesday.

Bereaved mum targets 
drug dealer 'parasites' 


Every parent worries their child will become involved in drugs and there are many ways 
Kent Police are involved in fighting dealers and trying to educate teenagers. This week, 
as part of our A Safer Kent series, we meet the mother of a young woman who died 
after taking what she believed was cocaine and discover how she is trying to stop 
others suffering the same fate. Reporter Marijke Cox speaks to Angela Pett about her 
daughter’s death and the education programme she has now launched. 


A GRIEVING mother has 
launched a campaign to stamp out 
“parasite” drug dealers who 
played a hand in her daughter’s 
death. 

Angela, 46, and Ian Pett, 49, and their son 
Joe, 23, were left devastated last October 
when 20-year-old Haniska died after taking 
cocaine on a night out. 

The young hairdresser had bought the 
drugs from ‘friends’ who, according to Angela, 
had cut the drug with MDMA - a form of 
ecstasy - amphetamines, and BZP, a worm¬ 
ing tablet for cows. There was only five per 
cent cocaine found in the powder. 

Angela said: “I know it was Haniska’s 
choice, but these dealers cut it with whatever 
they can to make more money. 

“They pretend to be your friends, but 
they’re not. The people who sold it to Haniska 
had bought it off dealers who had bought it 
off someone else and they had all cut it as it 
passed down the line. 

“The big misconception is that people think 
you can’t die from cocaine, but you can and 
my daughter’s death proves that.” 

Angela is now using Haniska to teach oth¬ 
ers not to dabble in what are seen as recre¬ 
ational drugs. She plans to go to schools to tell 
youngsters about the dangers. 

“Children need to be educated about drugs 
from as young at 14,” she said. 


“The police have been brilliant, but I think 
when it comes to going to schools to talk to 
children it would be better coming from 
someone who has experienced what drugs 
can do. I’d tell them that everyone has choic¬ 
es and one of them is life.” 

Angela said she has already been to pubs 
and clubs with police in Gravesend to watch 
them tackle the problem. 

“They have special lights which show up 
cocaine traces and in one girls’ toilet there 
wasn’t a surface without it on,” she said. 

“The police are doing a good job though and 
pubs are really cracking down with searches 
and drop boxes for people to get rid of drugs, 
no questions asked.” 

Fun-loving 

But she stressed the main problem is that 
taking cocaine is seen as socially acceptable. 

“People think only heroin kills, but coke can 
too,” she said. “The public view of drug-users 
is that they are thieves who steal to feed their 
habit, but with cocaine it’s not like that. A lot 
of young professionals take it and in the case 
of my daughter, she worked hard but unfortu¬ 
nately spent her money on it.” 

Angela said she had known about 
Haniska’s drug taking and had warned her. 

The detrimental effect on her “beautiful 
and fun-loving” daughter was heartbreaking. 

“Haniska was extremely caring, loud and 
funny, but after a heavy weekend, she would

get very moody and her nose would some¬ 
times bleed. I can’t believe she’s gone, and all 
because of drugs. 

“It’s so upsetting that the parasite dealers 
who sold it to her are still out there. 

“The police worked hard to get a conviction, 
but there isn’t enough evidence. I’m not going 
to let this go. If I stop then they’ve won and 
Haniska’s death was a waste.” 


DRUG FACT FILE 

• Kent Police and local drug and alcohol teams are working to 
tackle drug-related crime and prevent deaths. 

• Police are also working with pubs and clubs. This includes using 
technology to detect drugs and projecting messages about the 
dangers onto buildings. 

• During a recent Tackling Drugs Week, police recovered more 
than 500g of cocaine with a street value of £22,000. They also 
made more than 50 arrests, many for dealing. 

• During the action week 41 schools in Kent were visited by offi¬ 
cers who warned pupils about the dangers. 

• From 2008-09 Kent Police detected 3,912 drug offences, of 
which 644 related to the supply and production of drugs. 

• A recent report into drug related deaths in the UK, from St 
George's University London, showed that nationally nine per cent 
of over 2,000 UK drug related deaths were linked to cocaine use.

'Cocaine' energy 
drink under fire 

A DRINKS firm has defended its new product 
- Simply Cocaine - after it came under fire 
from anti-drugs groups. 

It comes just a year 
after another compa¬ 
ny in the county, Ocke 
Cokey of Tunbridge 
Wells, was also 
atacked for planning 
to launch a British 
version of an 
American drink, 
called Cut Cocaine. 

Simply Drinks, in 
Hawkhurst, launched 
their new bottle last 
month, advertised as 
a high-energy drink 
with a lemon fizz, fea¬ 
turing a character 
called Charlie. 

It contains twice the 
caffeine of a Red Bull 
drink and the company says the product is 
only for those over the age of 18. As such, they 
have advised wholesalers it should not be sold 
in shops or supermarkets, but instead to bars 
and clubs who are happy to stock it. Owner of 
Simply Drinks, Daniel Evemy, said the drink, 
which is also available to buy online, is proving 
popular. 

“It is targeted at 18 to 35 year olds with a 
sense of humour,” he said. “There’s no cocaine 
in it - it’s 100 per cent legal. Energy drinks are 
a £1 billion a year industry and we wanted to 
get in there. We knew we’d be attacked, it’s a 
contentious name, but so was Opium perfume 
when it was launched. 

“I think it’s better to talk about these things 
rather than brush them under the carpet. 
We’re just targeting our market, there’s no 
harm meant by it.” 

But the launch has angered anti-drug chari¬ 
ties. Martin Barnes, chief executive of 
DrugScope, said: “This is little more than an 
intentionally provocative, cynical but rather 
tired marketing stunt. I’m sure most people 
will see through the branding ploy for what it 
is, but making light of an illegal drug that can, 
and does, cause harm isn’t helpful or smart.”

Surely this lamb chop was 
a valuable lesson on life 


THE debaa-cle over whether an 
Ashford school’s lamb should be 
given the chop highlights the fact 
that Britain is still a long way from 
seeing sense when it comes to the 
food on our plates. 

The likes of Hugh Feamley-Whittingstall 
and Jamie Oliver almost had me convinced 
that finally we had lost some of our dangerous 
and unrealistic sentimentality when it comes 
to the animals we eat. 

But no. 

Not for a very small group of parents at Lydd 
Primary School (and the lovely Mr Paul 
O’Grady) at least, who have decided that they 
know best. Fortunately sense prevailed on 
Monday when the world said ‘Goodbye Marcus 
- hello lamb chops for tea.” 

Marcus is of course the sheep at the centre 
of the farmyard fiasco, hand-reared by the 


children on their school farm. A fine animal of 
famous Romney Marsh stock, who was ready 
to go for slaughter, providing the meat for 
which the area has rightly become famous. 

The pupils, who raised him seemed to have 
a more rational grasp of the situation than a 
couple of parents, despite being aged between 
seven and 11, and voted to pack him off to the 
abattoir and sell the meat to buy more lambs. 

As these children have obviously learned, 
this process is called farming. Humans have 
been doing it for roughly 10,000 years. 

You’d think we’d have got used to the concept 
by now, but some parents are embarrassing 
themselves and no doubt their offspring by 
calling for a stay of execution. 

Most of the opponenets are, no doubt, people 
who enjoy their meat just as much as the rest 
of us, with one rather glaring caveat: they 
don’t want to know where it comes from. 

It is this ignorance that has allowed cruel prac¬ 
tices like batteiy farms to flourish. If we don’t 


know where our meat comes from, we don’t care. 

And as the old adage goes, out of sight, out of 
mind. Nowhere is this more evident than 
Britain’s food production methods, and we’ve 
paid the price for decades, with substandard 
meat, BSE, salmonella and one food scare 
after another. 

The children at Lydd will not repeat this 
mistake if they are allowed to see their hard 
work come to its logical fruition and slaughter 
a happy animal they have raised humanely. 

They will grow up understanding that meat 
comes from animals, not factories, and that 
these animals have lives and must be cared for 
properly until it is time to eat them. 

So, well done to the head teacher for sticking 
to her guns.

prepared surgeons and other 
specialists were on hand to safely 
deliver my grandchild, who was 
whisked straight to the Special 
Care Baby Unit. 

The time between the change

Jesse takes a dramatic 
interest in the absurd

JESSE Eisenberg has chosen an 
unusual career path. 

Not interested in following in the footsteps of 
fellow Disney champions Zac Efron or the 
Jonas Brothers, the lead in Adventureland 
says he really wants to become a playwright. 

The 25-year-old actor who found fame in 
Noah Baumbach’s indie classic The Squid And 
The Whale and is now acting alongside 
Twilight star Kristen Stewart in Disney’s lat¬ 
est film, calmly outlines his life plan, when I 
meet him at a hotel suite in Edinburgh. 

“I’m interested in fame in so far as it can 
help me do what I want to do. I want to be a 
playwright in New York.” 

Not what you expect to come out of the 
mouth of a man currently starring in a twee 
coming-of-age tale set in 80s America. 

“It’s hard to be a playwright, it’s competitive, 
and yet if you’re in movies - regardless of what 
the movies are about - people are more apt to 
produce your stuff, even if it’s bad.” 

Jesse says he has had “some moderate suc¬ 
cess” as a writer so far, mainly because of the 
contacts he has made during his acting career, 
but before he puts his full weight behind it, he 
has an anthropology degree to finish. 

His studies give him something in common 
with his Adventureland character James, 
whose heart is set on going to university in 
New York. When his parents break the news 
they can’t afford to send him to university any 
more, James resigns himself to a dead-end job 
at a theme park and an even bleaker future. 

Luckily for him, the park is staffed by an 
array of interesting characters, including stun¬ 
ning and studious Em, played by Kristen. 

So what makes it different to any other com- 
ing-of-age rom-com? Jesse is keen to tell.

“It’s unique. Totally,” he enthuses. “It takes 
its characters seriously, the characters take 
themselves seriously and it’s told in an 
authentic way. It doesn’t pander to lowbrow 
comic sensibilities and it’s a sweet story.” 

One reason for its authenticity could be the 
fact James’ character is based on the film’s 
writer and producer Greg Mottola - some¬ 
thing which worked to Jesse’s advantage 
while making the film. 

But Jesse’s latest part is also a great vehicle 
for his sense of the absurd, which comes across 
throughout the interview. When I ask if he 


gets any fan mail, he replies: “What I do get 
comes from Austria and it’s all men in tight 
shirts sending me pictures of them in front of 
a waterfall. I usually send it to the police.” 

Similarly, talking about keeping in touch 
with his co-star he says: “I’m not allowed to 
speak to Kristen now because of a restraining 
order since the Twilight movies. I’m one of the 
mad fans and have a website about her.” 

In contrast, he looks pained when I ask if his 
girlfriend is still working in the charity sector. 

“How do you know that?” he exclaims. “How 
awful! She hates being mentioned.” 

Immensely private and with a good under¬ 
standing of the absurdities of life. If Hollywood 
isn’t Jesse’s next stop, then a writer’s den some¬ 
where round the back of Broadway certainly is.

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A feast for the senses in the Alps 



WALKING VIEWS: A hiking trip is a great way to see Austrian Alps, and it also helps to the burn off the calories

MANY British hikers take the 
easy option and stay near home for 
walking holidays. 

But the alpine landscape of Austria, only a 
two-hour flight from many UK airports, is a 
great alternative - and a welcome escape from 
British traffic jams and windswept beaches. 

There’s much more to Austria than The 
Sound of Music and Mozart - and perhaps you 
can discover more of it in summer and autumn 
than as a skier in winter. 

The standard holiday formula has probably 
changed little since the 1930s: you walk, relish 
the fresh air and discover the charms of small 
family-run hotels, with none of the crowds 
which cram Europe’s cities and coastlines. 

We started in the small, picturesque village 
of Maria Aim one Saturday evening, where the 
Hotel Niederreiter was hosting polka band 
Niki and the Oberkrainer on stage, along with 
Tyrol’s answer to Frank Carson - who told 
family anecdotes and mother-in-law jokes. 

As I tucked into my Wiener Schnitzel and a 
few local Stiegl beers, I was impressed by the 
warmth of the atmosphere. 

I also downed what would be the first of 
many shots of apricot schnapps on the trip, a 
tipple that I was told helped the digestive 
process - not to mention sending you to sleep. 

Next morning, our group met Barbara, our 
local walking guide for the day, before strap¬ 
ping on new day-packs. 

Like most Brits, we feared bad weather - 
Austria is two-thirds mountains, and its 
weather changes in an instant. 

Nevertheless, rain stayed away as we took 
the Dorf Jet gondola, which carries skiers up 
the slopes in winter. 

From the peak we had a spectacular view of 


the valley and Maria Aim, and then we hiked 
steadily through forests and down to the 
meadows. 

There was so much to see in the woods, with 
activity boards every 100 metres or so detail¬ 
ing vegetation and wildlife. 

Barbara explained the summer programme 
in the region, when children tackle go-kart 
racing, pony-trekking, clay-modelling or mini¬ 
golf. 

Five hours after setting off from Maria Aim 
we reached our destination, the village of 
Hinterthal. 

Here we had time to enjoy the spa at the 
Family and Sporthotel Marco Polo before din¬ 
ner in the hotel’s Wintergarten restaurant, 
when the chef rustled up local delicacy 
Salzburgernockerl - a sort of pancake and 
strawberry-based dessert. 


We had to keep walking to work off the calo¬ 
ries. By day three, the autumnal rain began to 
fall as sleet in the valley and snow on the 
peaks. 

Our group agreed there was no such thing as 
bad weather, only the wrong clothes. We threw 
on waterproofs for another day’s hiking. 

Our departure point this time was the sleepy 
town of Dienten. Our guide Heinz began with 
a tour of the town, with its resplendent flower 
house and historic St Nikolaus church. 

Heinz, a retired man, set a cracking pace. By 
lunchtime we had reached a height of 1,550 
metres, and stopped off at the Pichlalm moun¬ 
tain hut for a welcome bowl of goulash soup, 
another local dessert called Kaiserslaute, plus 
the obligatory shot of schnapps and a mug of 
tea with rum. 

The proprietor kindly added a spot of accor-

dion music and yodelling, before we headed off 
through the rocky gorges and clouds in the 
afternoon.

First thing next morning, I decided to go for 
a swim; and as I lay in the heated whirlpool, 
large flakes of snow were falling all around. 

For the final excursion, our guide Ernst led 
us across the ravines near Muhlbach to the 
snow slopes at the bottom of the Hochkonig. 

Lunch was another feast: we witnessed a 
local woman making her own cheese, as well 
as sampling farm produce including cider, 
bacon, fresh bread and berries. 

This trip was a gastronomic journey as much 
as a walking holiday, and a paradise for food 
and drink lovers keen to try something new.

How far would 
you go to keep 
your property? 

HOMEOWNERS are keen to take extra 
measures to ensure they keep their 
homes, but only a few have adequate 
insurance cover if they lose their job, 
according to recent research. 

Opinium Research carried out an 
online poll of 2,007 British adults for 
insurance provider LV, which found that 
more than half of homeowners - 51 per 
cent - would take a second job to hold on 
to their home while more than four in ten 
- 43 per cent - would withdraw some or 
all of their life savings to make ends meet. 

Almost a third would even be prepared 
to sell off the family silver. 

But only one in ten said they had ade¬ 
quate insurance to pay their mortgage 
as well as other household bills over the 
long term, if they were to lose their job. 

One in five homeowners would be pre¬ 
pared to take in a lodger to help pay the 
mortgage and almost as many would 
rather go cap in hand to friends than 
give up their property. 

Expert advice can 
help you through 
'mortgage maze' 

ONE in four first-time buyers have said 
they would never choose a mortgage with¬ 
out expert guidance, according to a survey 
by consumer advice website Unbiased. 

The same study reported the number of 
internet searches for “find a mortgage 
adviser” increased 133 per cent between 
the beginning of2009 and the last quarter 
of2008. David Elms, chief executive of the 
company which runs the site, said seeking 
a professional insight was the way to come 
out of the “mortgage maze” a winner. 

The company also revealed 23 per cent 
of potential homeowners feel so puzzled 
by the procedures that they experience a 
loss of confidence. 


Rush to buy as stamp 
duty holiday nears end 

THE stamp duty holiday which 
has saved property buyers thou¬ 
sands of pounds in taxes, is to cease 
at the end of the year. 

The break frees buyers of an obligation to 
pay stamp duty on a purchase under £175,000. 

The move re-ignited interest in the flagging 
housing market during the downturn, and the 
discount, worth as much as £1,750, can be a 
big help to some buyers. 

L&C Mortgages is encouraging those look¬ 
ing to purchase a home to act now, if possible. 

“House purchases can take months to com¬ 
plete, so it is make-your-mind-up time if you 
are considering buying a property,” said L&C’s 
head of communications, David Hollingworth. 

He continued: ‘With house prices now hold¬ 
ing up more strongly and in some cases rising, 
the stamp duty holiday will act as a greater 
incentive as the deadline approaches.” 

There has been speculation that the 
Government will extend the deal to further 
boost the mortgage market. 

In recent months, there have been an 
increased number of mortgage agreements for 
first-time buyers and prices have seen a slight 
upturn. 

“It would be nice to leave it at the current 
level. It would benefit the market,” said Peter 
O’Donovan, head of mortgages at Bestlnvest. 

“If they do change it, hopefully they will tier 
it properly so everyone ends up paying an 
equal value,” he added. 

Currently, stamp duty is divided into tiers 
from under £175,000, between £175,000 and 
£250,000, between £250,000 and £500,000, 
and above £500,000. The rates are zero, one, 
three and four per cent respectively. 

Members of the property and mortgage 
industries have long called on the Government 
for a fairer system of stamp duty, where fixed 
thresholds are replaced with a more fluid set 
of charges, thus preventing artificial price lev¬ 
els at each stamp duty threshold. 

Any changes - or an extension to the stamp 
duty holiday - would come in the Chancellor’s 
pre-budget report expected this autumn.

But it’s not all cosmetics; there is also 
a Traction+ electronic differential lock 
for the front driving wheels to improve 
handling and control in mud, snow and 
other low-grip conditions.

TWIN clutches are revolutionising the 
way we think about automatics. 

They cost more, but can deliver the in- 
town convenience of a standard auto, 
with manual economy, emissions and 
driving pleasure on the open road.

4007 5-7-seat 4x4/SUV as part of the new 
156bhp 2.2-litre HDi FAP diesel power- 
train, which can average nearly 40mpg.

4007 line-up that starts from £23,345.

ROAD TEST 


SNOOKER star Steve Davies was 
dubbed Interesting’ by 80s TV show 
Spitting Image at a time when 
snooker dominated TV ratings. 

The barb was drawn by Davis’s metronomic 
success when many fans preferred the flamboy¬ 
ance of players like Alex ‘Hurricane’ Higgins. 

Had Spitting Image endured though - and 
what fun it would have today, Gordon Brown 
and Alistair Darling - ‘Nice Nissan’ could have 
been a target. 

Known for reliable and, well, ordinary cars - 
it was the Davis, not the Higgins of ‘carbiz’. 

Until the Qashqai arrived in 2007, that is, 
hustled in by a name like an explosive sneeze 
and blowing Nice Nissan way into the past. 

I’ve been driving the newest version, a 
Qashqai +2 n-tec. Translated from Qashqai- 
speak - for the name comes from a nomadic 
Iranian people - that means two extra seats in 
the back and lots of extra media ‘tech’. 

To accommodate the third row of seats the 
original five-seater has been rebuilt from wind¬ 
screen pillar to tailgate, making the car longer 
and taller without affecting the Qashqai’s bullish 


grace, enhanced by a smarter grille on the +2. 

But the quasi-4x4 or ‘crossover’ styling is only 
part of the reason why the Qashqai is Nissan’s 
most successful European launch ever and 
why - until the recession - we seemed to get 
weekly bulletins on increased production at the 
company’s Sunderland UK plant. 

The car’s width of appeal is another factor; it 
was designed to sweep away three existing ‘nice’ 
models - the Almera family hatch and its Tino 
MPV spin-off, plus the Primera family model. 

With the +2 it now also attacks Vauxhafl’s 
sector leading Zafira seven-seat midi-MPV 
and mounts a convincing argument, with far 
more visual impact and a huge load compart¬ 
ment with all rear seats fully folded. 

And then there is the car’s handling; for a 
high-riding vehicle, the Qashqai is outstanding 
and even this stretched version is lively even 
though the lOObhp 1.5-litre diesel - the best 
choice for the five-seater - is a bit stretched here. 

Qashqai +2 prices start at a tempting 
£15,600. Upmarket n-tec spec brings and 
impressive in-car comms package of sat nav, 
full mobile phone connectivity and the ‘Nissan 
Connect’ sound system with USB/iPod link. 
The 1.5dCi version tested here is £20,200.
